It was carried out by a handful of 
men evidently acting under orders in 
the presence of a number of Chinese 
officials who knew every one of the 
rioters. Their mission of destruction 
was carried out with the utmost speed. 
That no lives were lost is almost en- 
tirely a matter of luck. , 

The Scotch missionaries owed their 
escape to the fact that they had gore 
boating on the river at the time of the 
outbreak. They hurried back and were 
just intime torescue the senior mis- 
sionary’s infant children and escape 
when the mob arrived. The Roman 
Catholic sisters were thrown over a 
steep bank into the river and then 
stoned. They were rescued by Hoshua. 
Several were badly injured. — 

As in former cases, the telegraph 
clerks refused to sendon the news. A 
full dispatch to the Daily News at 
Shanghai was refused without excuse on 
the day of the riot and all foreign 
messages the day aiter. On the third 
day, when all possible damage had been 
done, the military mounted guard over 
the blackened ruins.

THE SITUATION SERIOUS. 


Only Armed Intervention Can Secure 
Safety for Foreigners. 

Suanoual (China.) Sept. 12, via Sas

News says editorially: 

There are points about the Ichang riot of 
seriousimportance. It was in no sense the 
work ofamob. There was indeed a pre- 
text in the shapeof a child said to have 
been kidnaped on the day of the riot, but 
this was evidently merely a subterfege in 
order to give ashadow of excuse for the 
outbreak. Theevidences that it was di- 
rected and carried out by soldiers are only 
too numerous. The Chinese brigadier-gen- 
eral at [chang is a great friend of foreign- 
ers, but he was helplessinthe presence of 
orders that had evidently come to his Hun- 
anese soldiers to destroy all foreign 
property they could on that day. Where no 
gunbeat can gothe position of foreigners, 
unless in numbers. is very ifsecure. When 
the soldiers get orders ‘from their secret 
leaders, as at Ichang. they care nothing for 
their officers.

The witness was asked why he gave 
so puch of the money back: certainly 
Harris had no need of it, being con- 
fined to his home.

Again the witness swore he had no 
interest in the *25,.000. He deposited 
the money inhisown.name with the 
Los Angeles County Bank and did not 
place itto Mrs. Shorb’s credit until 
made a deposition before 
Judge Clark in October following Har- 
ris’s death in August.. Then the money. 
was distributed in three banks. Upon 
being pressed for a reason for drawing 
the money from the Los Angeles County 
Bank, he said it was done to prevent it 
being attached by tbe Public Adminis- 
trator.

Insurance eae Take Their 
Fight into the Courts. 


The Mutual Fire of New York Wants

The fight between the aise and non- 
union. insurance companies, which has 
been vigorously waged for the past few 
months, came to a_ head yesterday, 
when C. O. Hawley, ‘representing the 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company of New 
York, which is not a member of the Pa- 
cific Insurance Union, commenced suit 
for libel against William J. Brodrick 
and Dalton Wheeler. the agents of sev- 


eral union companies, laying his dam- 


ages at $825,000. The _ action is 
brought in thename of the Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company of New York, and 
it is charged that Brodrick, in connec- 


‘tion with other people, has been circu- 
lating statements against this company, 


in the form of\letters and circulars, to. 
‘John Bryson and otHer persons whose 
names are at. present unknown to 
plaintiff,"’ of which the following is 
quoted as a specimen. 

The companies (meaning this plaintiff and 
the Fire Association of New York. and also 
the Armstrong Fire Insurance Company of 
New York.) are not strong financially (see 
scrip outstanding not charged as a liability, 
also the large amount of premiums in 
course of collec tion.) They take large lines. 
andifthey have alarge ‘loss it is difficult 
for them to pay, as their assets are scat- 
tered on small lots of bonds and stocks, 
They have had litigation in the East after

They are subject to the same 
supervision and safeguards as other 
companies deing business in the. State,

Pacitic Insurance Union. ~-They are writing 
insurance at eastéfn rates, which are, in 


nearly all cases, One-third lower than those 


established by the unien._The com 
are Going a successful business in this ity, 
and the evident purpose cf the libelous cir- 
culars is to so impair the confidence of the 
people in these companies as to drive them 
iis State.

Raisin-makers Enthusiastic over the 
Very Large Yield. 


Cahuenga and Ballona Valley Farmers 
Preparing to Go into Sugar-beet 
Culture—The 
Outlook. 


Following is the weekly weather crop 
bulletin of Southern California, based on 
reports from voluntary correspondents 
and published by the United States 
Weather Bureau for the week ending 
October 9: 


_ Hueneme (S. S. Mack)—Bean thrashing is 
progressing. The heavy winds of the 24d, 
3a and 4th damaged the beanand corn 
crops; the former in some instances about 
50 per cent. especially the small white. 

Lancaster (James P. Ward)—Corn being 
harvested, quality fair. Several more fine 
flows of artesian water have been struck in 
this locality. Many brush fires can be seen 
where settlers are cleazing off sage brush 
land for cultivation. 

Rodea de las Aguas Ranch (H, H. Den- 
ker)—The farmers of the Cahuenga and 
Ballona valleys held a meeting at Colegrove 
on Monday for the purpose of inducing - 
sugar-beet culture, and 2000 to 3000 acres 
will be planted upon the assurance of the 
erection of a factory. Experiment shows 
the beets tocontain 14 to 23 per cent. of 
sugar, and range from twenty to thirty 
tons per acre. Peas are being planted for 
the winter crop. 

Pomona (John Wasson)— The Pomona 
Wine Company has crushed about 200 tons 
of grapes and a good many have been 
shipped, dried and fresh. The orange crop 
looks well, 
of figs souring and fermenting on the trees 
was too much irrigation. 

Redlands (Scipio Craig)—Raisin makers 
are enthusiastic over the large yield and 
fine crop, Very choice mountain apples are 
in market; also prunés, quincés and pome- 
granates, Wine grapes are being picked. 

Winchester (J. M. Case)—Crops all gath- 

ered; farmers waiting for the rainy season. 
No desert winds occurred here. 
-. Anaheim (M. Nebelung)—Quite a severe 
desert wind. occurred October 2 and 3, do- 
ing no damage. Grape crushing begun, 
and alimited amount of wine will be made. 
Wainuts are two weeks late, but begin to 
drop. 

Tustin (C. D. Buss)—Had three days des- 
ert wind, which hastened the maturity of 
the peanut, bean and corn crops, and. 
caused slight damage in blowing: off 
nuts. Above crops being harvested in good 
condition. Corn ield good. Others varied. 

San Diego (M. L. Hearne)--Exceptionally 
fine weather prevailed for curing grapes; 
two weeks more will find nearly all the crop 
ready for market. The yield is enormous 
and the fruit large and fine. Several car-. 
loads shipped each week. Great quantities 
of guavasin the market, obtaining a good. 
price. 

Julian (W. A Sickler)—The high east. 
wind on the 2d and 3d caused three-fourths 
of all the fruit on the trees to fall. Apples 
and many kinds of pears were not ‘yet ripé, 
causing a disastrous loss to our fruit-grow- 
ers. The county fair is now in session at 
San Diego. 

Los Angeles (George E. Franklin)—The 
temperature ranged in excess of the nor- 
mals, averaging-+ degrees daily. Highest 
during the week 89 degrees; lowest 46 de- 
grees. A deficieney of .20 inch occurred in 
precipitation. Clear weather prevailed ex- 
cept during the earlier portion of. the last 
two days. This season has been exception- 
ally favorable for raisin-making, the crop 
of which is large and of fine quality. 

West Vernon (S. McKinley)—<Apple- 
picking is‘in full operation; the fruit is 
low the average. Lattrihute the hot sum. 
mer as the cause. Winter vegetables are 
being planted.

The weather was most excellent for raisin 
curing in all raisin districts throughout the 
State. The crop at Riverside is reported to 
be the heaviest ever known. Extensive 
‘tree. planting will be done the coming sea- 
son all over the fruit-growing portion of 
the State. One valley alone in Los Angeles | 
‘county (Antelope) will plant at least 1000. 
acres to almonds. A great number of 
almond trees will be set out in Central Cali- 
fornia, as they grow rapidly, fruit Eaiiede 
and yield abundantly.

Marketing Turkeys. 
{Farm and Fireside. | 
In two months the young turkeys of 
today - will be sent to market, and to 
have them large and well grown they 
‘should receive extra attention now. It 
is customary to turn them out to forage” 
for themselves and to roostin the trees. 
Itis an excellent plan, and enables 


no cost, but it will pay to give them a‘ 
feed at night, so as to increase their 
growth as well as to induce them to 
come up to roost.. If the young tur- 
keys are early taught to roost under an 
open shed, so as to be protected from 
storms, they will thrive better than if 
roosting intrees. Young turkeys be- 
come lame from flying on and off the 
high limbs and trees, and do not grow 
after being injured. The object should 
be to feed them from this time until 
thiev are ready for market, but feed 
only sparingly at present. After Octo- 
ber they may be fed all they can: eat at | 
one meal, morning and night, in order 
to have them fat and in choice’ condi- 
tion to secure the best prices: It is not 
the largest turkey that sells soonest, but

Agnosticism appears to 
rest upon the idea that nothing is to be 
believed which does not rest on experi- 
ment and induction. The question is 
not one of science, but of philosophy. 
Treating of the spiritual history of man. 
Bunting says that the evolutionary theo- 
ry of religion is in strict accordance with 
very much that we are accustomed to 
believe.

BALTIMORE, Oct. 10.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The U. S. S. Dispatch 
went ashore last night in a heavy gale 
on the shoals on the east coast of Vir- 
ginia, about sixty miles northeast of 
Cape Charles. It isnot known exactly 
in how great peril she and her crew 
now are. It is impossible to reach the 
ship from the shore at present. The 
Dispatch left New York yesterday and 
was on her way to Washington when 
she went aground. A ship will be sent 
down from the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
to assist her. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The Navy De- 
partment has given orders to the New 
York Navy Yard to send a vessel to the 
relief of the Dispatch. The lighthouse 
tender at Philadelphia has also been or- 
dered there. 

The Dispatch left New York yester- 
day bound out for Washington under 
command of Lieut. Cowles. She hada 
full complement of men on board. Im- 
mediately after leaving New York the 
steamshipran intofoul weather. There 
was a bad wind and anugly sea running. 
It was decided to keep the steamship 
under the coast, thus to escape bad 
weather. <A bad fog came on with 
nightfall and so the Dispatch slowed 
down considerable although even at 
that she was going at a’ fair speed. 
The weather continued to grow worse 
and the vessel struck head on. Im- 
mediately the sea swept her about 
with her broadsides on the shoals. The 
Dispatch’s cominander immediately let 
go the anchors, but they did not strike. 
until after the waves had beat her well 
up on to the shoals. It is impossible to 
say what damage was done the Dis- 
patch. Communication with the vessel 
is difticult and almost impossible. 

Lewes (Del.,) Oct. 10.—The United 
States dispatch boat Dispatch, which 
wert on Annasteague rocks last night in 
a severe storm, will probably become a> 
total wreck. The crew were all saved. 

WasHincTon, Oct. 10.—The superin§ 
tendent of the life-saving service to- 
night received a telegram from the 
keeper of the life-saving station at As- 
sateaque, Va.. saying that the U.S. S. 
Dispatch is broadside on the shoals and 
fast going to pieces. Her officers and 
crew landed safely and are now being 
cared for by the life-saving men. 

She was built in 1874 and some years 
later was purchased by the government 
from Henry C. Smith, a New York stock 
broker and yachtsman, for’ $48,000. 
The Dispatch was soon to have been dis- 
placed by the Dolphin, now spice out 
pat Norfolk as a dispatch boat. |

YOUTHFUL SUICIDE. 


Frank Sutter, Aged 17 Years, Shoots 
Himself. 


Despondency over a Love Affatr the 
Cause of the Act-—-Peculiar Circum- 
stances Surrounding the 
Tragedy. 


Early yesterday morning Mrs. Frank 
Sutter, who lives on Blaine street near 
Washington, went out to the stable and 
found Frank, her. seventeen-year-old 
son, lying on the floor dead, with a_ bul- 
let-hole in his left side and an old Smith 
& Wesson pistol by his side. ; 

The young man, who was going hunt- 
ing yesterday, got up at 3 o’clock in the 
morning and went out tothe stable to 
‘prepare forhis trip. Among his effects 
was the pistol, and, as it needed clean- 
ing, he went to work with it, and, as is 
generally the case, he failed to remove 
the cartridges. 

It is believed that he 
hammer, ‘with the 
against his lefteside, when the hammer 
slipped and the thing exploded, killing 
him almost instantlv. 

A CASE OF SUICIDE. 

The Coroner’s office was at once noti- 
fied, but the body was not removed to 
the morgue. Coroner Weldon was out 
of the city on business at the time, and 
did not get out to the house until late in 
the afternoon. It wasthe intentiou at 
first to hold an inquest at once, but as 
there were several peculiar circum- 
tances connected with the tragedy, it 
was decided to hold a post mortém, 
after which a jury was empaneled, and 
late last evening an inquest was held. 

After a thorough examination the 
jury returned a verdict that the young 
man came to his death from a pistol 
shot wound inflicted by himself with 
suicidal intent. 

At first it looked as if the young man 
had been murdered, but the examina- 
tion of witnesses showed that he com- 
mitted the deed himself,and it is be- 
lieved there isa girl in the case, but 
her name could not be learned. 

The young man has enjoyed good 
health, but has been despondent for 
some days, and when he retired night 
before last at 9 o’clock, he told his par- 
ents that he thought he would go hunt- 
ing early inthe morning. Young Sut- 
ter is believed to have been temporar- 
ily insane.

*H. W. Chase, the proprietor, heard 
her calls for help and hurgied to her 
side, when she informed hfm thata man 
had cut his throat. An officer was sent 
for and Mr. Chase hurried to the room. 
An exciting scene took place inthe 
room, for Durfee acted like a maniac 
and declared that he would kill himself 
in spite of the world, and the chances 
are that he would have succeeded then 
and there had it not been for Mr. Chase. 

After he had quieted down he was left 
alone for a few minutes and made his 
escape to the street, He hurried to the 
stable where he keeps his team, and 
Was about to drive off, when an officer 
who had followed him put in an appear- 
ance and marched him to the police sta- 
tion. . 

His friends who had heard of his wild 
doings hurried to the police station, and 
after talking to him a while, it was de- 
cidedtolet him go with them. 

It was rumored on the streets that le 


past few days, and thatin a fit of tem- 
porary insanity he attempted tocut his 
throat, but his friends deny that he ever 
drinks. 

They claim that a few months ago he 
had a severe fall in Arizona, and his 
head has not been right since. During 
the past week he has complained fre- 
quently of peculiar pains in the head, 
and has told more than one of his inti- 
mate friends that he is working too 
hard and will have to give up all his 
business ventures, unless he gets relief 
for the pain in his head. 

Once before, or just after he recov- 
ered from the fall, he complained the 
same way and attempted to take his 
life. 

He evidently made one or two slashes 
at himself vesterday,. for a long cut, but 
not deeper than a pin scratch, was 
found on hisneck. He must have been 
t#ving the knife to see if it would do the 
work, 

He isa wealthy cattle man and owns 
large tracts of land both in this county 
and in Arizona.

Biblical Forecasts of the World’s 
| Destiny. 


The Lessons of Geology—Testimony 
of the Rocks. 


Is a Great Portion of the Globe to 
Perish from Cold? 


Los ANGELEs, Oct. 5, 1891.—[To the 
Editor of Tur Times.]| In writing a 
series of articles upon the culmination 
of prophecy, the constant occurrence of 
physical phenomena, as well as the 
political events and other circumstances 

_clearly denoting the fulfillment of the 
mysterious writings which prophets 
and apostles transcribed without under- 
standing them, as Peter said—-‘For the 
prophecy came not in old time by the 
will of man, but holy men of.God spake 
as they were moved by the.

the Omnipotent. 

The great mass of mankind sneers at 
anything which is given as an interpre- 
tation of sentences which the infidels 

‘ and scoffers for thousands of years have 
pronounced to be merely the creation of 
Jewish priests, who wrote. them long 
after the happening of those things 
which they pretended were predicted 
hundreds of years before; and that the 
Christian prophecies and revelations 
were the work of Christian priests, 
who gave them out in the second and 
third centuries as the sayings of the 
apostles, and the writing down by them 
after the death of Christ of his words 
and acts. 

_Itis harder: to prove the facts of 


twenty or twenty-five centuries ago 
than to doubt them and call for proof. 


Everything liquid would become solid 
ice in a second. : 

Fortunately such coincidences can 
only happen once in many millions of 
years. The next most horrible condition 
would be the coincidence of No. 1 and 
No. 3. This happens only once in a vast 
number of years. 

But some scientists say that the last 
glacial epoch could have been produced 
by cause No, 1, the winter solstice of 
Dec. 21 coinciding with ahpelion. 
They date the last coincidence in its in- 
tensity at about the year 9427 B. C.; 
and say that alone may have produced 
the entire glaciation of the earth. 

Now there may be many other terri- 
ble destructive coincidences, which as- 
tronomers have not yet discovered. 
But we have no record for reference to 
prove that extraordinary changes may 
not have been made by the attraction of 
the great planets in perihelia at the 


But there can be no denial that the Jew- | 
ish scriptures were in existence hun- the two coincidences No. fae mo. - 
dreds of years before they were trans- would produce wonderfully intense 


glaciation, our astronomers have only 
‘surmise to base any dicta that the joint 
perihelia of the great planets, about 
80,876 B. C., did not cause these very 
effects. Ancoscillation of the earth 
may then have been effected by the 

cross-currents of electricity, not only 

to produce the second but the third 
cause, an exact coincidence for cold 
beyond even the power of human calcu- 
lation, and which would account for the 
wonderfully preserved remains of ex- 
tinct mammoth animals found beneath 
the great mountains of ice on the north- 
ernshores of Siberia, where a drop of 
water never exists. There have been 

singular phenomena of all kinds in the 
past decade; and many scientists looked 
with dread in 1880 for the results of 
the planetary conjunctions through 
1881-1886, 

According to Prof. Agassiz, who made 
a life-time study of the glacier subject, 
the catastrophe which enveloped all of 
the old world north of the thirty-fifth 
parallel with huge mountains of ice, was 
sudden. His theory has been adopted 
by nearly all the great geologists. The 
meat of the mammoths has been‘ cut 
out perfectly fresh and sound by those 
Who discovered them. The plants and 
leaves which have been found were dis- | 
tinct as any that grow now—and they 
all proved to be of tropical growth—the 
change so instantaneous that they had 
no time to wither and decay; produced 
doubtless by some change of the éarth, 
“which transformed a Paradise into an 
Arctic Zone of perpetual ice. 

The last intensity of glaciation has 
been dated in the year 9427 B.C. The 
preceding intense period was 21,356 
years before, or inthe year 30,783 B. 
C. There were perihelia of the four 
great planets causiug concentration of 
the attractions, and of electric currents 
in 30,878—80,876; 30,876—80,872. 

The aphelion of the earth in 80,- 
S78—2 was calculated as December 
20. the day before winter solstice; and 
in 80,7L1, when three of the planets 
were in perihelia, the aphelion occurred 
December 22. Most likely both these 
periods witnessed remarkable events. 

If the five days of the Bible, prior to 
the creation of man, were, as Christian 
geologists maintain, periods of time, 
vast in extent, as denoted by a God. to 
whom ‘‘a thousand years are butas a 
day,’’ it would be easy to concede that 
the earth had this change of climate in 
those remote ages. Siberia may then 
have been in the tropics until the 
change of orbit and the other coinci- 
dences instantly converted everything 
living into a frozen mass, and the other 
portions of the earth, up to that time 
in frozen regions, were of conrse 
untenanted by animal life.

yearsto reach us. All this we believe 
because itis taught to children, who 
accept the finite wisdom of man _ with- 
out a question, and reserve all skepti- 
cism for the infinite wisdom. 

The world does progress, for we now 
permit doctrines, which 300 vears ago, 
both in science and religion would have 
been met with crucifixion or death at 
the stake; and each year we are adding 

_ to knowledge more than a whole cen- 
tury developed during the darker ages. 
And so the Christian, seéking for en- 
lightenment. by obeying the command 
given to diligently read and search the 
scriptures, is now enabled to interpret 
clearly many passages which 100 years 
ago were perplexing mysteries to the 
wisest and most profound scholars and 
theologians.

PINEAPPLE CULTURE. 


How the Succulent Pines are Reared 
in Florida. 


Some Information Which May be of Value 
to Southern California Horticultur- 
ists—Soil, Habits and 

Profits. 


John B. Beach, of the Indian River 
nurseries at Melbourne, Fla., writes THE 
Times describing the cultivation of the 
pineapple in thatsection, which infor- 
mation may be of value to Sonthern Cal- 
ifornians. 

‘The pineapple,’’ he writes. ‘‘grows 
like the century plant, the leaves being 
thinner and narrower and _ set abun- 
dantly with thorns on their edges. 
When the plant reaches maturity a clus- 
ter of blossoms issues from the center 
onastalk as does the century plant, 
and the receptacle of these purple blos- 
soms forms the apple, every nipple rep- 
resetting the scar of a blossom. When 


“the plant has fruited, a sprout, called a 
‘sucker, comes up from the axil of one of, 


the leaves and forms a new plant which 
bears in twelve months, and so on in- 
detinitely. 

‘On the stem of the fruit, beneath 
the apple, are a number of smaller 
shoots called slips, and upon these 
mainly the planters depend to increase 
their acreage. Slips may be kept for 
several months without losing strength 
or vitality if kept perfectly dry; but if 
wet in a heap they will heat and decay. 
Suckers are more tender and do not 
bear transportation so well, being more 
subject to decay. oe 

‘Pines are planted In loose, sandy 
soil, and will grow in pure silicious 
sand if supplied with abundance of ni- 
trogenous manures and water, and pro- 
duce the very choicest fruit. They do 


correspondingly better, however, on 
rich soil if loose, well watered and 


drained and free from calcareous matter 

or alkali. They will stand rather more 

cold than a tomato and any amount of 

sun and heat, and will bear fruit in 
from twelve to.twenty-four months 

from planting, and pay as_ well 

per acre at 5 cents per. apple. 
as the best ten-year-old orange grove. 

Plants are set from eighteen to thirty- 

six inchés apart, according to the 

variety, and two men can plant an acre 

in three or four days. 

‘So profitable do we find the business 
here that we have not been able to ob- 
taiff plants this season to plant one-half 
the acreage prepared. and hundreds—of- 
acres of bare sand must lie idle until 
next summer waiting for slips with 
which to plant them.” 

Mr. Beach pays a deserved compli- 
ment to the. famous, oranges of Cali- 
fornia, and asserts that this section can 
become equally as noted for pineapples. ,

Kirmesses 
and fairs and all sorts. of social wed- 
dings in all materials, from gold, the 
metal of the “bloated bondholder, and 
sliver, ‘the money ofthe poor,’’ all the 
way to the plain, ordinary tin plate of 
of the tariff—all these, and more, are 
in fullswing. Tothe end, then, that I 
may promote ina humble way these 
forms tof innocent merriment, I am 
minded to give some particulars from a 
modest little volume entitled ‘“Socials."' 
by Eftie W. Merriman of Chicago, who 
explains how to be gay and charitable 
at the same time. Miss Merriman— 
should be. Merriwoman. it seems—ex- 
plains that her object is to teach people 
how to’ ‘coax the pennies from those 
who care less for charity than for their 
own comfort.’’ One,may’gather from 
the book that the higher culture is not 
regarded as a good social investment— 
not a good penny coaxer in fact. Thus 
we are told at the start ‘an evening 
with Browning’is enjoyed by many, but 
those who have read and studied all day 
do not care for the privilege of continu- 
ing study in the evening." Reading 
and studying all day is a delightful 
euphemism for sellting ham and eggs. 
‘They wantto be amused,’’ proceeds is 
our author ‘and will be more likely to 
spend their money where they can 
have a good time without much mental 


effort." In illustrating she gives her 
ideas of the sort of entertainment 


likely to be attractive, explaining that 
“the more comical the prize the better. 
A pumpkin pie baked in the largest 
dripping pan in the neighborhood is 
generally hailed with delight.’ There 
isno mental effort in understanding 
the jokg of a comic pie. 


In the book one finds socials in great 
variety, recommended as_ infallible 
penny coaxers. 

There is the.pink tea and brown tea. 
plaster 'o’paris figgers, the conundrum 
social, and the Lord knows what beside. 
For instance there is the C social, of 
which it is explained: 

The idea is to have everything on the 
bill of fare begin with the letter C, and to 
disguise as much as possible. Itis a good 


-icea to put toothpicks, sour milk and other 


delicacies on the menu, having them dis. 
guised. also. It is fun to see the look of 
surprise which will steal over an individ. 
ual’s face when he discovers that he has 
ordered and paid for what he did not want 
at all. 

There is not much mental effort in 
this variety of fun forthe voung person 
who and studying 
all day.,’ over the prices of string beans 
or butter in the roll, for a toothpick in 
alphabetical disguise is the noblest 
work of woman. Then there is the 
crazy social, of which the fun consists 
of dressing in the ‘‘craziest manner im- 
aginable.’’ Unfortunately one is left 
in the dark as to what may be classed 
as a crazy dress, and one is compelled 
to fall back on the definition of a Los 
Angeles court. where an old hunks who 
sat playing the piano, dressed in a plug 
hat without more, was counted crazy.

what is one to do? The uproarious 
quality of the social is promted if peo- 
ple ‘tare careful before refreshments 
are served not to speak intelligently or 
intelligbly.”’ and it is explained that 
when a guest is *-welcomed in al! man- 
ner of outlandish gibberish the more 
honored he should feel.’’

a comical old fellow, capable of saving 
funny things;’’ but if he is not so capa- 
able the author comes to his assistance 
and offers a speech replete with funny 
things; for instance:

As you approach and look up a 
few feet, a hollow space carved out by 
the actiou of the water, reminds one of 
the old ruined altar of the Mission of 
San Luis Rey, and from its resemblance 
to a pulpit or altar its religious name of 
“the Cathedral’ is derived. The guide, 
John Hance. had preceded the rest of 
the party and was preparing the sup- 
per. <A blazing fre lighted up the 
gloomy granite walis and cast fantastic 


shadows, though forthe purposes of 
heat not required, as the temperature 
was very mild. The floor under the 


rock was even and smooth, like cement, 
with stones here and there large enongh 
for seats and tables. 

In the hurry of packing the mules 
during the Major's speech before des 
scending the day before into the can- 
von, the knives and forks were forgot- 
ten, and the learned doctors of philoso- 
phy and men of science were pleasantly 
requested by the guide, who served also 
as cook, to come tothe fire and help 
themselves tothe juicy pieces of Ari- 
zona mutton, which they did, and placing 
them upon pieces of bread, returned to 
the Navajospread foratable. Tomake 
things more amusing, there were only 
three spoonsto dipsugar. stir the coffee, 
serve the canned tomatoes, and for sev- 
enteen persons only fifteen small loaves 
of bread to last twodays. It was not 
froma scarcity of provisions at the 
camp, but an oversight in packing, 
which, however. .did not - cause 
any great degree of discomfort, 
the worst effects of the journey 
being realized from lack of water 
on the last three miles of the 
trailin the ascent tothe brink of the 
canyon, where canteens should be 
placed at intervals to aid the parched 
and weary traveler on his way out. 
There was a plenty of Navajo blankets, 
each selecting two or three to spread 
their beds, with heads toward the altar. 
The granite cliffs on either side formed 
a complete amphitheater, with a clear, 
beautiful sky, and the Congress Creek 
(so christened that day by the geolo- 
gists) murmuring below us. As the 
guide spread his blankets he observed 
that if be had so good a bed as that he 
never wouid have left home, that land 
of hominy and hog to which his parents 
had carried him when a kid. He was 
usked many questions as to the dangers 
encountered by the descent to the river 
from this place. Asthere is beauty in 
mystery he left enough unexplained to 
make them eager to resume the journey 
inthe morning. After informing the 
party that he was a Methodist preacher, 


and said he held services at the cathe- | 


dral evéry other Sunday in the pulpit 
above them, he left them the comfort- 
ing assurance that the place was alive 
with mice; in fact, enough to carry 
the whole crowd away; so was pre- 
pared for it when I felt something crawl 
under the blanket later on. After the 
camp had retired to rest, ‘arising to 
shake the blanket, there sat Mr. Henry 
Laird of’ Bo'ness.’’

their novel bedroom... Later on the 
mules walked quietly around and among 
the sleepers in search of bread. By 
daylight John Hance was up. had a-fire 
lighted, and was calling ont, 
‘Ten minutes for  refreshments!’’ 
“All aboard for the river!’ «Here 
the breakfast was delaved a lit- 
tle by the fastidious taste of Mr. 
Bernard Hobson, assistant of the 
fessor of Geology in Manchester, Eng- 
land, who went to the: creek to wash 
the tin cups and plates from which we 
had eaten supper. Soon they were all 
ready, but it must have been & a. m., 
though it was a long time after that the 
sun’s rays reached the floor of the Cathe- 
dral. 

After breakfast M. G. K. Gilbert. of 
the topographical survey, announced 
that he would like to go over the cliffs, 
as SO Many were accustomed to travel 
down by the creek through the canyon, 


and no one had reported how the -coun-- 


try looked by the cliff route tothe river. 
Being informed by John Hance that 
there was a trail over the cliffs oppo- 
site the Cathedral, Dr. F. Trech of 
Halle, Germany, and Mr. Meyer 
joined him in his adventure, the others 
preferring to go a route that had been 
traveled. Each one was requested to 
carry some provision for their lunch at 
the river as the mules would not accom- 
pany them. Led by John Hance, thir- 
teen started, including Mr._Frich from. 
Alabama. omitted on the list of my first 
letter. Prof. Williams left by himself, 
as I heard. to return to camp. 

We watched Gilbert and his compan- 
ions climb the cliff. After they got to 
the top they called out *Good-bye.” 
They were so diminished in size and so 
high above us that we could but wonder 
at this intrepidity in climbing such an 
awful steep place, and the more adven- 
turous because an unknown path. After 
making a dark ‘room of the Navajo 
blankets over a rock and changing the 


.hegatives, Mr. Marchand and your cor- 


respondent. commenced our journey 
back tothe camp. Onthe descent we 
were so rushed for time in ‘order to 
reach the Cathedral before dark only a 
faint idea of the scenery could be reéal- 
ized. as we had to look care- 
fully tothe sharp turns in the path 
around the sharp edges of the stones 
and watch out for the slippery, steep 
places.. On the return.we had more 
enjoyment of the scenery. Leaving 
the level space on which we camped, 
we step into the bed of Congress Creek 
and immediateiy”’ enter a narrow pas- 
sage, walled on either side by granite 
rock, which narrows toward the open- 
ing, and the walls here come together 


-in such a manner as to overlap and en-., 


tirely obscure the entrance. A little 
farther, looking backward, it formsa

on the brush and weeds grown on th > 
banks of the creek, we follow the creek 
and when the trail is lost go back to find 
it. lest we may be led off into some 
other gorve of the mountains. We 
come into a broad space, it may be from 
one to eighteen miles wide for all we 
know, and we are told this portion is 
called the Marble Canyon. From the 
to its bottom varies in depth 
from 1006 to 8000 feet, in width from 
one toeighteen miles. The gorge is 
cut through the metaphoric rock of the 
elevated plateau by the action of the 


| water in its passage to the Colorado 


River, which is 1500 miles in length, 
and navigable for over 600 miles from 
its mouth. We were in only one of the 
numerous groups of canyons, there be- 
ing hundreds of other chasms thousands 
of feet in depth: se are there mountains 


height. on the summits of which you look 
down from the walls of the great gorge. 
Some distance fromthe inclosare which 
leads to the Cathedral Rock there 
stands to the right on the way backa 
structure that most particularly incer- 
ested Dr. Fricti and Dr. Romberg as we 
went down the day before, who fre- 
quested a photograph from a geological 
point of view. Standing at some dis- 
tance from the base there arose a pyra- 
mid, as it were. stratum upon stratum, 
layerupon laver. sharply defined. grad- 
ually sloping tothe top, which ended ina 
red stucco ‘st ructure, like one of the old 
mission churches of California. Almost 
perfect in form, with the arches over 
the windows completely defined, and so 
nearly like a side view of San Gabriel 
Mission that it should be called after 
that mission. It was very rich in color- 
ing, and each time we would look back 
stood out more and more prominently, 
the distance making it more real in its 
resemblance to that old mission. Other 
views were taken, but nome so closely 
resembled an old church made by hue 
man hands this one. It is impos- 
sible to present a word-pictare that will 
convey anything like an adequate idea 
of the marvels of this canyon. Ere we 
had tried the echoes, which in some 
places wonld very distinct, pto- 
longed and some places repeated four 
times, to our astonishment’ we had but 
arrived at Hance’s stone cabin, about 
three miles below the brink. Here we 
rested and ate reluctantly, ‘our dry 
bread, having forgotten on a rockat the 
Cathedral a can of peaches set aside for 
our lunch. We thought it about 10 
o'clock. but conclude now it must have 


as 


been about 2 p.m. At this ca- 
bin the creek disappears and 
we commence to ascend the steep 
bluff or mountain, sometimes wind- 


ing about in such a way as toseem 
as if going overthe same road again, 
up and down alternately, the narrow 
patho leading on. losing sight of each 
other in its windings without seeming 
headway. and at the turns fine views 
are obtained. looking back, the san- 
shine can be seen afar off making the 
distant crags look like burnished gold 
set with precious stones, throwing 
their brilliant rays in every direction; 
the lights and shadows creating strange 
architectural forms of palaces, ca- 


city, on whose streetsthe sound of 
footsteps never fell, and away beyend, 
piercing the blue vault of heaven are 
the shining towers and temples of the 
gods inthis mirage, a land of dreams 
and wonder, impossible to describe; a 
visitor might spend months, and never 
tire of its varving beauty, but we little 
thought, as poetry has it: oS 
“Though like a wanderer, 
The sun gone down: 
Darkness comes over us, 
Our rest a stone, 
Stillin my dreams I'd be 
Nearer. my God; to Thee. 
Nearer to Thee,” 

But one mile more and we would hav 
reachedthe top. when darkness came 
so suddenly that we could not realize 
that it was night. and we were left in 
the canyon. 

We had been thinking how comfort- 
able it was to return in the shade, and 
did not notice that it was growing 
darker and darker. The night came so 


a place, but rushed on as far as we 
could in the hope that the top could yet 
be reached. The cliffs looked so near, 
‘and were in reality yet so far, we had 
to stop at last in the pathway, too tired 
to goback to a good place a little 
below, and too dark to proceed 
farther. The trunk of a cedar tree 
was just off *the path, around which 
we kindled a tire—being below as, 
we sat on the edge: it was freeze on one 
side and roast on the other. Aftera 
time the coals fell through the crevices 
of the rocks while we were about the 
tree. and we saw our fire. disappear 
without being able to get amy more 
wood. but while the fire still burned 
brightly we heard something groan. [ 
sat in terror. not daring to look behind 
us. lest I should see the glaring eyeballs 
of a wildcat or mountain lion. What- 
ever it was. a few stones falling down 
the side of the mountain brought the as- 
surance that it had gone. We changed 
our place to opposite side of the 
path and were more miserable. Though 
the sky wa» full of brilliant stars it 
threw nolight onthe pathway. Toward 
morning the moon lighted up the top of 
a peak opposite us, and across the 
chasm. by its reflection, we could faintly 
see the pathy ay and a rock overhang- 
ing it which we thought would afford 
better sheiter from the piercing winds. 

No time was lost in getting them

wind—the ‘imagination, er ready to 
add torture tothe reality, continually 
suggested the possibility of the rocks 
giving way and falling down, a8 so many 
have done. kept us awake. 


its awful gloom by starlight, its sickly 
shadows by mv nlight. The gray light 
of the eariy morning that showed us 
we had only passed the red rocks, and 
just entered into the granite portion. 
In its myriad marvels and wierd beaut 

we will remember its picturesque grand- 
eur only. ani forget our wretched night 


on the steep pathway. As soon as 
the light would permit, we went 
on: here. is the trying / time—the. 


wantof water. After some distance we 
saw alittle crevice ina big rock, but 
very dangerous having to climb to it 
over rocks vawning still over the 
chasm. Br the best efforts only a tea- 
spoonful could. be secttred, there not 
being a teacupful in all; water would 
enable a person to geton, but without 
it every mile is ten miles long. We 
heard the bells of the mules and hur- 
ried on lest we should be overtaken and 
left alone again. 


hurried on to help us, followed by Mr.

brought a small piece of bread satu- 
rated with a few drops of brandy, which 
Was given us. It had a magic effect; we 
staggered into camp. A fine breakfast 
of stewed mutton and most delicious 
gravy, coffee and canned cherries was 
to us the most sumptuous repast ever 
partaken of. One of the party, Mr. 
Bernard Hobsen. was also much fa- 
tigued: he said when he arrived at 
the brink of the canyon all he had 
strength to say was, ‘“‘Thank Gad!" 
Jongratulations and hand shaking fol- 
lowed breakfast. The order was given 
to break camp and go on to Red Horse 
Creek for the night., In an hour's time 
the rest of the prrty: that went tothe 
river had arrived safe and sound, not- 
withstanding the popular super- 
stition regarding the number thirteen. 
As it was only ten miles to that 
place we were there before dark. This 
was the most enjovable camp nade on 
the entire trip. In this forést a squat- 


‘ter’s garden afforded fresh peas, young 


onions and fresh lettuce, and even a 
great big beet root was obtained, which 


the dignified and learned Dr. Roth- 
plitz cleaned and put on to boil. This 
part ofthe delicacies was conducted by 
Mrs. Hughes. who made a most deli- 
cious salud, substituting condensed milk 
for olive oil, by the time the-cook of 
the cam) had made biscuit and got sup- 
—wer, These little side dishes were 
ready and Prof. Hughes divideg. the 
precious dainties among the forfunat 
few wlio witnessed the preparations. 


After supper all were seated around the 
camp fire, the familar faces of Dr. 
Powers and wife of San Francisco, and 
Dr. Brannan of Flagstaff and Dr. Haynes 
of Los Anweles*were recognized. Here- 
tofore the inclemency of the weather 
prevented any attempt at beimg soci- 
able, as each one looked out for him- 
self as best they could—around the 
genial blaze of the camp fire 
were gathered the largest number that 
had’ been together since the departure 
from Flagstaff. All at once Maj. Pow? 
ell, who is the oldest officer in the ser- 
vice of the United States, was called 
upon to give an account of his experi- 
ence when he went in a boat down the 
canyon to the Colorado River. He told 
in cloquent language of his thrilling ex- 
perience in 1869. Commencing at the 
(ireen River in its upper source, by 
which the Colorado River is known, it 
passes through the southeastern corner 
of Utah, where it is joined by the Grand 
River, the two forming the Colorado. 
This river drains the whole Territory of 
Arizona, every stream within its limits 
being tributary to it. . The Major's 
course lay on the Green River. 
near where the Union Pacific crosses 
it, and ending at a_ point not 
very far from the Needles, traversing 
1070 miles in all; he carefully and most 
described the different 
canons he went through. 

The Black Canyon, the Canon of Des- 
olation, the Hayden Canyon, the Marble 
Canyon and last the GrandCanyon. He 
stated how twelve started with him on 
the Green River, but that in, passing 
the southeastern part of Utah, where it 
is joined by the Grand River, three of 
the men refused to proceed farther and 
started for Kanab, a Morman town, and 
were murdered by Indians. He dwelt 
upon the bravery of his men and_ par- 
ticularly on one named Bradly who was 
ahead ina boat, andas he went over 
the falls every one held their breath 
never expecting to see him again after 
had cut the rope, but pretty soon 
away out on the river his boat was seen 
and Bradly standing up waving his hat; 
here the Major was lustily cheered. and 
all got- interested in the thrilling story 
and shouted and clapped their hands. 
Yhen the others of the Major's party 
went over the falls too,and some of them 
got in the river, as the boat capsized, 
and instead of them having to look for 
the body of Bradly as they thought, he 
came to their rescue and picked them 
up. The trip was afterward made by 
the Mayor of Chevenne,who was lost,and 
afew years since successfullv made by 
Mr. Stanton. The Major’s party who 
lirst made the trip had four boats and 
provision for two years. Great applause 
followed the narration of the story, and 
the interested listeners retired with 
feelings of great admiration for Maj. 
Powell in his efforts to make their visit 
to the Grand Canyon a success, always 
active and on the lookout for their com-

The return next morning was worse 
than in the rain, as a perfect hurricane

A Seedless Grape. 
|Riverside Press. ] 

The Thompson's seedless grape is 
attracting a good deal of attention 
among the viticulturists of late. If 
what is saidis true it is clearly a vari- 
etv of great value. We notice in the 
Central Californian a report concern- 
ing it worth quoting. A gentleman who 
has an acre and a half of these vines, 
planted eighteen months ago; has just 
picked frem them acropthat is noth- 
ing less than remarkable. .The grapes 
from a number of single’ vines 
were weighed, and were found 


weigh from fifty-four tifty- 


nine pounds each. The vines 
have made a prodigious growth 
in eighteen months, and it is hard to 
say What their bearing capacity will be 
in the course of a few years. The 
frapesare smaller than the Muscats 
and larger than the Sultanas, and differ 
from the latter in flaver,and in being 
absolutely seedless. The skin of the 
raisins made from them is very tender, 
and their flavor is much more delicate 
than thatof the Muscat. Those who 
have seen the growth and capacity of 
the young vines are enthusiastic over 
the protits possible to secure in growing 
them. Inrespectto early bearing and 
quality of the raisin. it is decidedly 
superior tothe Sultana, while posses- 
sing the other qualities which most 
commend that variety.

Our the- 
ater-goers have had enough of alleged 
‘‘farce-comedies’’ for the present, and 
achange to a first-class spectacular 
piece or a sample of legitimate comedy 
or romantic drama would no doubt be 
much appreciated. 

The inanities of ‘‘farce-comedy”’’ be- 
come emphasized by iteration. Intel- 
ligent people leave the theater vowing 
that they will not again patronize any 
show of the kind, but somehow or other 
the next thing advertised in flaring 
colors and mendacious headlines draws 
them out once more, ‘‘just to see what 
it’s like, you know,’’ and they find of 
course that it’s the same thing over 
again.

The average farce-comedian is mostly a 
good. mimic. he can reproduce the ac- 
cent, the dress, the gait of his 
model but he has no brains to in- 
vent the speeches or the situations 
that shall keep his audience amused; 
consequently he begins by descending 
to burlesque in his methods, extrava- 
gance in his costumes and impossi- 
bilities in his situations. The result isa 
minstrel show in white face and a 
dreary flat failure. The spice that 
makes such piéces at all attractive is 
usually furnished by the feminine con- 
tingent whose numerous changes of 
undress and high kicking seldom fail to 
draw good returns to the box office. 

Another practice of the farce comedy 
companies that. deserves reprehension 
is the deceit practiced in their colored 
printing. In every show that has been 
here of late a lot of gaudy scenes and 
characters have been depicted, which 
have-turned out to be fraudulent, inas- 
much as nothing of the kind has been 
presented on-the stage. These flaming

them. The American Copyright Bill 
removes these disabilities, and makes it 
inexcusable to yield tothesedoubts If, 
from this time forward, a playwright 
does not publish within a reasonable 
time after the theatrical production of 
cis piece, it will be an open confession 
that his work was a thing of the thea- 
tre merely, needing its garish, arti- 
ficial light and surroundings, and not 
daring to face the calm air and cold 
daylight of print. And further, if a 
custom does not now. arise in England, 
such as prevails in France of publishing 
successful plays. and if a general read- 
ing public is not gradually drawn round 
the drama, then it will be a sign that 
our stage remains in the same state of 
intellectual paralysis that has afflicted 
it all the century. Our drama will con- 
tinue. to be a ‘Slough of Despond’ in the 
wide, well-tilled field of English litera- 
ture, an irreclaimable bog wherein, as 
in John Bunyan’s, ‘twenty thousand 
cartloads of wholesome instructions’ 
have been thrown without improving 
the way.”’

Home Manures. 
{Home and Farm.] 

A most important subject for a farmer 
to understand is‘how tocare for and ob- | 
tain the greatest results from the ma- 
nure produced upon his farm. In: fact, 
as home production is always the 
cheapest, it is to this that he should 
look for his chief supply of fertilizers. 
The most important is the manure from 
his domestic animals. This, the farmer 
finds to be his chief dependence, as he 
can make it with little trouble and ex- 
pense, therefore every means which 
will increase its value should be brought 
into play. This is one of the most com- 


plete fertilizers, containing, as it does, - 


all the necessary elements of plant 
food, and generally in the right propor- 
tions, as only a comparatively small 
amount is taken out for the nutrition of 
the animal. The quality, however, de- 
pends much upon the richness of the 
food and the age” and _ purpose 
for which the animal is_ kept. 
In many casesthe food itself is worth 
nearly its whole cost for the elements of 
plant food which it contains, as cotton- 
seed or linseed meal, which are rich in 
phosphates. Again, a mature animal 
does not require or take as much food as 
a growing one. Neither does a horse 
require as much asa dairy cow. High- 
priced foods are often the cheapest in 
the end; also the varied conditions of 
the animal regulate the value of the 
manure to a certainextent. 
Chemical analysis shows that the ex: 
crements from flesh feeding animals are 


the richest, and next come the pig,,’ 


horse, sheep and cow in the: order 
named. The chief advantages of barn- 


yard manure are that it is a home pro-. 


duction, its composition is fairly well 
known and it holds out well in the soil. 
It also improves heavy soils by making. 
them more porous. These facts, in 
spite of its bulk and comparative slow- 
ness of action, make it worth much 
more to most farmers than commercial 
fertilizers, as they are more familiar 
with it and so know how to obtain from 
it better results. Skill is required in 
the care of manure, as many of the 
solid portions are easily soluble in® 
water. Some of the most valuable ele- 
ments from all animals are found in the 
liquids. These must all be taken up 
carefully and saved by some means, so 


that the questionof absorbents becomes 


an important one. All manure should 
be carefully protected from the weather 
on account of .their solubility, and also 
so arranged that the liguid por- 
tions cannot flow away, for the 
sake of economy if nothing else. 
Fermentation is to be expected and if 
rightly conducted, is beneficial, as it 
makes the manurial elements more read- 
ily available tothe plants. Air and 
moisture hastens it while alow temper- 
ature retards it. If carried on too 
quickly it ‘‘burns,’’ as we say and some 
of the best parts, as ammonia, are 
drivenout of it. But do not think that 
a bad stench is necessarily a sign of rich- 
ness. With a lowtemperature, or ab- 
the fermentation is re- 
tarded and then the volatile parts are 
kept in the mixture andafter a time a 
black, dry dung fs obtained, when it is 
in the best possible condition. One of 
the best preventives against too rapid 
fermentation is loam. This shonld be 
well mixed with the dung and composted 
notto be again disturbed until ready for 
use. Small pilesopen to the air induce 
rapid fermentation, therefore keep it im 
as compact a mass as_ possible.

Night-working Honey Bees. 
{California Fruit-grower.} 

Bees work at night in the hive and 
build comb as perfectly as if an electric 
light shone there allthe time. It hag 
often been asked, says the American 
Bee Journal, why they prefer to work 
inthe dark. Every one knows that 
honey isa liquid with no solid sugar in 
it. After standing it gradually assumes 
a crystalline appearance, or granulates 
and ultimately becomes a solid mass. 
It has been stated that this change is 
due to the same agent which alters the. 
molecular arrangement of the iodide of 
silver on the excited collodion plate and 
determines the formation of camphor 
and iodine crystals in a bottle. We are 
informed that Prof. Schieber inclosed 
honey in well-corked flasks, some of 
which he kept in perfect darkness, while. 
the others were exposed to the light. 
The result was that the portion ex- 

osed to the light soon crystallized, 
while that kept in the dark remained 
unchanged. Hence, we see why the 
bees are so careful to obscure the glass 
windows which‘are sometimes placed in 
theirhives. The existence of the young 
depends on the liquidity of the sacchar- 
rine food presented to them, and if light
